/monp the officers 84 per cent tested 
A or B, nnd among the freshmen group 
here 7fi per cent. It is from the in- 
dividuals with this hiph type of ability 
that society selects very largely its 
officers for civic, business, and social 
life, its executives and leaders. Such 
i> forceible demonstration of the high 
nnate ability represented in the stu- 
dent group should help to make the col- 
Icpe students realize the serious re- 
sponsibilities which they are facing and 
l"or which they are being trained. 

Each of the 27.'> freshmen who took the 
test may obtain his own score in the 
test this noon. In interpreting any par- 
ticular score there are a number of im- 
portant things to be considered. In the 
first place no mental examination of thi.-i 
kind can test all of the traits of an in- 
dividual which are socially important. 
The Army Alpha test, according to the 
official statement about the tests says: 
"AH it does is to afford a reasonably re- 
liable measure of one essential quality— - 
e., general intelligence." General in- 
telligence is further explained to mean 
"the general capacity of an indididual, 
consciously, to adjust his thinking to 
new requirements; it is general mental 
adaptibility to new proplems and condi- 
tions of life.". It may be further said 
that this series of tests does not measure 
artistic talent, mechanical ability, or 
other valuable social traits which may be 
correlated with general intelligence or 
mental alertness. 

It is also rather obvious that any par 
ticular student may not have done him- 
■alf juatiee on this series of tests at the 
tlaia which he took them. He may have 
kaaa tamporarily much below par, or he 
■ay have been unusually exeitad, fHfkt- 
eaod or diaturbed. For that raaaon any 
atndoat will have the chance to take an- 
atkar taat af a aimilar nature at a time 
ta ka flsad far tha croup, if ha will aand 
hla aaaM aad laaal addraaa althar to me 
or ta Daaa Bapd aaat waak.

How Were X^Rays Discovered? 

SIR James Mackenzie Davidson visited Professor Roentgen to find 
oyt Imw ka dheoMMd Aa X^vava. 

Roentgen had covered a vacuum tube, called a Hittorf or Crookes 
■J' tube, with black paper so as to cut off all its light. About four yards 
' ha; away was a piece el cardboard coated with a fluorescent compound. 
He turned on the current in the tube. The cardboard glowad bngMly* 

Sir James asked him: "What did you think?" 

"I didn't think, I investigated," said Roentgen. He wanted to 
know what made the cardboard glow. Cn!y planned experiments 
could give the answer. We all know the practical result. Thousands 
of lives are saved by surgeons who use the X-rays. 

Later on. one of the scientists in the Research Laboratory of the 

General Electric Ccnr:pany became interested in a certain i.l cnoirenon 
sometimes observed in incandescent lan-'ps. Others hcd observed it. 
but he, like Roentgen, investiseted. 1 he result was the dil C BUmy 
of new laws governing electrical conduction in high vacuum. 

Another scientist in tlie same laboratory saw that on the basis of those 
new laws he could hui'd a new tube for p:cducing X-rays ir.cre cfFec- 
tivcly. T. . i wcj tre Coclidge Xpray tube which nrarhcd the greatest 
•dvuioe in the X^ray art since the original discovery by Roentgen.
